To the inhabitants of the town.of Barnstead, in the county 
of Belknap, in said state, qualitied to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
town, on Tuesday, the 10th day of March next, at 10 o’clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents 
for the ensuing year. 

2. ‘To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the support of schools, for the maintenance 
of the poor, for the repair of roads and bridges, for Memorial 
day, for lighting streets and for any articles embraced in this 
warrant. 

3. Tohear the report of agents, auditors, committees, 
and all other officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 

4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for repair of school houses. 

5. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the town library. 

6. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for school supplies. 

7. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for all other purposes. 

8. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount of 3 
per cent on all taxes paid on or before the first Saturday of 
June next, and 2 per cent on all taxes paid on or before the 
first Saturday of July next. 
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9. To see if the town will vote to repair the town hall 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

10. To see if the town will vote to accept a legacy of 
one thousand dollars given by Dr. George W. Emerson late 
of Barnstead, deceased, to the town of Barnstead in trust for 
the maintenance of the burial ground of said deceased. 


11. To take the sense of the qualified voters whether 
the alterations and amendments of the constitution proposed 
by the constitutional convention shall be approved. 


12. Toseeif the town will vote to have the treasurer 
and tax collector procure their bonds from a bond company 
and the town pay for the same.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the state, the school 
board of Barnstead submits the following report of the public 
schools. During the year schools were maintained in all the 
houses for a portion of the time, in the Tasker district 
there was a term of seven weeks,-when upon the removal of 
the larger part of the pupils, with their parents, from the 
district, the school was closed. On account of the prevalence 
of measles and whooping cough, the schools were closed in 
other districts, the Parade two weeks, the Dennett three 
weeks and the Berry one week, before the completion of 
the school year. In the ensuing year the length of the school 
in these districts will be increased a like period. With these 
exceptions the schools have been of uniform length, twenty- 
seven weeks. ars 

The schools the past year have been successful. In say- 
ing this we do not wish to convey the impression that they 
were perfect, or were what the school board or the citizens 
desired, for some were not, but taken as a whole, there has 
been an advance toward the goal we are all striving for—the 
efficient, practical common school that shall fit our children to 
successfully perform the duties of after life, or enable them 
to enter the high schoo! or academy if they desire a higher 
education. 

The fact that seven-eighths of the children obtain all 
their education in our common schools should emphasize the 
importance of making our schools practical and accurate. In 
those schools where the number of scholars and number of 
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classes will admit, it is well to teach the higher branches, but 
in those schools where these advanced studies will interfere 
with and take time necessary for the teaching of the common 
branches of the school, viz, Reading, Writing, Grammar, 
Arithmetic, Geography and History—the advance studies 
should not be taught. While we would keep the common 
school true to its purpose, the practical education of our 
children, yet wherever our teachers have the time, we would 
welcome the advanced studies necessary for admission to the 
high school or academy. 

Fortunately the path of both classes, the large class con- 
tent with a common school education, and the smaller class 
desiring a higher education, is the same for a considerable 
distance in‘school life. A thorough knowledge of the princi- 
ples of the common sciences are essential to both classes. The 
line of demarcation begins when advanced studies are in- 
troduced. 

We appeal to the tax payers of Barnstead to be liberal in 
appropriating money for the support of schools. One of the 
items which has helped to make up the school fund will fail 
the coming year, viz: the dog tax unexpended for damages, 
which, the present year, was enough to support our schools 
two weeks. Let us cherish our common school as the best 
and noblest institution framed by men’s wisdom for the ad- 
vancement of civilization, the protection of liberty and the 
upholding of humanity. 

The man who labors on his farm or at his trade year 
after year to feed, clothe and care for his children during 
their school life, fulfills the highest and most important duty 
of good citizenship 

Another year has taught us the rarity of good teachers. 
Some teachers whose scholarship is unquestioned fail in the 
school-room; they possess knowledge but cannot impart it to 
their pupils; others lack thoroughness and accuracy in recita- 
tions; others lack enthusiasm; while others will fill their pupils 
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with an enthusiasm that conquers all obstacles. Another 
year’s experience has taught us that the success of the school 
depends largely upon the personality of the teacher. 

The past year has shown that Barnstead has a fair share 
of good teachers. It will be the ambition of the school board 
to retain their services the ensuing year.
